NEWYORKlInan innovative move, a biotech 
company has found a new way of making 
stem cells without destroying embryos, tout- 
ing it as a way to defuse one of the country’s 
fiercest political and ethical debates. 

Some opponents of the research said the 
method still doesn’t satisfy their objections 
and many stem cell scientists and their sup- 
porters called it inefficient and politically 
wrong-headed. 


But a spokeswoman for President Bush, 
who vetoed legislation last month that would 
have allowed federal funding for embryon- 
ic stem cell research, called it a step in the 
right direction. 

The new method works by taking an 
embryo at a very early stage of development 
and removing a single cell, which can be coaxed 
into spawning an embryonic stem cell line. 

Robert Lanza, an executive with Advanced 


Cell Technology, which created the new stem 
cell lines, said: “This will make it far more 
difficult to oppose this research.” 

Stem cells have become a Holy Grail for 
advocates of patients with a wide variety of ill- 
nesses because of the cells’ potential to trans- 
form into any type of human tissue, perhaps 
leading to new treatments. But the Vatican, 
President Bush and others have argued that 
the promise of stem cells should not be real- 
ized at the expense of human life, even in its

WASHINGTON I President Bush cau- 
tioned against placing too much 
importance on the first anniver- 
sary of Hurricane Katrina’s Gulf 
Coast strike, saying along, sustained 
rebuilding effort is still needed. 

“It’s a time to remember that peo- 
ple suffered and it’s a time to recom- 
mit ourselves to helping them,” Bush 
said Wednesday. “But I also want 
people to remember that a one-year 
anniversary is just that, because it’s 
going to require a long time to help 
these people rebuild.” 

Bush spoke on the South Lawn of 
the White House after meeting in the 
Oval Office with a New Orleans-area 
man who lost his home in the storm.

Female Cadets Air Abuse 


20 percent of women 
at The Citadel detail 
cases of sexual assault 

CHARLESTON, S.C. I Almost 20 per- 
cent of the female cadets at The 
Citadel last spring reported being 
sexually assaulted since enrolling at 
the state military college, according 
to results of a survey released by the 
school Wednesday. 

About 4 percent of the male 
cadets also reported being sexual- 
ly assaulted since joining the for- 
merly all-male school, according 
to the results of the survey. 

“Some wonder why I would 


release information that reflects 
negatively on the college,” said the 
school’s president, retired Air Force 
Lt. Gen. John Rosa. “My reason is 
simple: In order for us to address 
these issues, we must discuss them 
openly.” 

The state -funded Citadel mil- 
itary college opened its doors to 
female cadets 10 years ago. Last 
year, 118 women and 1,770 men 
were enrolled. All the women and 
about 30 percent of the men were 
asked to complete the anonymous 
online survey, Citadel spokeswoman 
Charlene Gunnells said. Of those, 114 
women and 487 men responded. 

Of the 27 sexual assaults against 


women at The Citadel mentioned in 
the survey, 17 were never reported to 
authorities. About half of the women 
who did not report assaults said they 
feared ostracism, harassment or rid- 
icule, the survey found. 

The sexual assaults in the survey 
included unwanted touching, but 
16 of the 27 incidents reported by 
women and 15 of the 23 reported 
by men involved unwanted sexual 
penetration or oral sex. 

Most of the reported incidents 
involving women happened in the 
barracks or elsewhere on campus, 
and the perpetrator was anoth- 
er cadet, according to the survey.

Karr remained in a Los Angeles 
jail Wednesday afternoon await- 
ing transfer to Colorado, where 
JonBenet was killed in her Boulder 
home in December 1996. 

Garrison told The Associated 
Press that no money had changed 
hands yet with the Karrs, and he 
didn’t want to go into details about 
the agreement. Karr’s brother, Nate 
Karr, confirmed that Garrison is 
now representing the family.

Lieberman to 
Appear on Ballot 
As Third Party 

HARTFORD, CONN. I U.S. Sen. Joc 
Lieberman, who relaunched his 
campaign as an independent after 
losing the Democratic primary, 
has enough valid voter signatures 
to secure a spot on the November 
ballot, the secretary of the state 
announced Wednesday. 

Lieberman far exceeded the 
7,500 signatures necessary to be 
certified as a third-party candi- 
date, Secretary of the State Susan 
Bysiewicz said. 

His name will appear on the 
general election ballot under his 
newly created party, Connecticut for 
Lieberman. By creating the party, 
Lieberman secured a position high- 
er on the ballot than he would have 
had as an independent. 

“We are happy to have cleared 
this hurdle, so we can focus 
on bringing people together in 
Connecticut for a new politics 
of unity and purpose,” said Dan 
Gerstein, Lieberman’s campaign 
spokesman. 

Lieberman lost the Aug. 8 
Democratic primary to Ned Lamont, 
a Greenwich businessman who criti- 
cized Lieberman for his support of 
the Iraq war and perceived closeness 
to President Bush. Lament’s 10,000- 
vote victory was seen as a referen- 
dum on an unpopular war. (ap)

Debby Intensifies 
In Eastern Atlantic 


Tropical storm gaining 
strength, but may not 
make landfall in U.S. 

MIAMI I Tropical Storm Debby 
strengthened slightly Wednesday 
off the coast of the Cape Verde 
islands in the eastern Atlantic, 
but it posed no immediate threat 
to land, forecasters said. 

At 11 a.m. EDT, the storm’s top 
sustained wind speed was near 50 
mph, still well less than the 74 mph 
threshold for a hurricane. 

The fourth named storm of the 
2006 Atlantic hurricane season was 
centered about 500 miles west of the 
southernmost Cape Verde islands, 
which are about 350 miles off the 
African coast. It was moving toward 
the west-northwest near 17 mph, the 


National Hurricane Center said. 

“We are forecasting it to become 
a hurricane in about four days, but 
we do see some factors that could 
prevent that,” senior hurricane spe- 
cialist Richard Pasch said. 

There were hopeful signs that 
the storm would stay out at sea and 
not reach the U.S., senior hurricane 
specialist James Franklin said. 

In the Pacific Ocean, Hurricane 
loke passed near Johnston Island, 
part of the isolated Johnston Atoll, 
a wildlife refuge and U.S. military 
facility, according to the weather 
service’s Central Pacific Hurricane 
Center in Honolulu. At 11 a.m. EDT, 
loke was centered about 100 miles 
northwest of the island, or about 870 
miles west- southwest of Honolulu. 
Little change in strength was fore- 
cast for the next day. (ap)

Syria objects to forces 
on its border; Israel 
sees ‘explosive’ situation 

BEIRUT, LEBANON I Syria on 
Wednesday opposed deployment 
of an international force along its 
border to prevent arms shipments 
to Hezbollah, and Israel called the 
situation in Lebanon “explosive.” A 
cease-fire was further shaken by 
artillery shells and explosions that 
killed three Lebanese soldiers and 
an Israeli. 

Lebanese Prime Minister Fuad 
Saniora asked the U.S. to help lift 


an Israeli blockade on his country’s 
coast and airport — something 
Israeli Prime Minister Ehud Olmert 
said would not happen until U.N. 
troops deployed along the Lebanon- 
Syria border to block the flow of 
weapons. Hezbollah’s vast arsenal 
of rockets and other weapons, much 
of which is believed to originate in 
Iran, reaches the guerrillas across 
the Syrian border. 

European Union ambassa- 
dors and deputies met in Brussels, 
Belgium, to drum up volunteers 
for the force, but tentative pledg- 
es reached just 4,200 troops by 
Wednesday — far short of the

15,000 called for by the U.N. cease- 
fire resolution. Deployment will 
likely take weeks or months. 

Syria, meanwhile, indicated it 
might move to impose a blockade 
of its own. 

Saniora said his government was 
making “every effort” to secure the 
borders, but Israeli Foreign Minister 
Tzipi Livni questioned the pace. 

“Time is working against those 
who would like to see this resolution 
applied,” Livni told reporters after 
talks in Paris with French Foreign 
Minister Philippe Douste-Blazy. 
“We are now in the most sensitive 
and explosive position.” (ap) 


U.S.: Iran 
Proposal 
Falls Short 

Bush administration 
to consult with other 
nations on next steps 

WASHINGTON I The Bush adminis- 
tration said Wednesday a propos- 
al by Iran for nuclear negotiations 
falls short of U.N. demands that it 
cease uranium enrichment, and 
the U.S. began plotting unspeci- 
fied “next moves” with other gov- 
ernments. 

At the same time, Iran contend- 
ed it had offered “positive and clear 
signals” to resolve the dispute over 
its nuclear program. 

Efforts by the U.S. and other 
nations could lead to U.N. sanc- 
tions against Iran unless it agrees 
to a verifiable halt to enrichment 
activities that can be central to 
making nuclear weapons. 

A statement from the State 
Department said that Iran’s 
response to a joint offer of U.S. and 
European trade and other benefits 
if the enrichment program was halt- 
ed “falls short of the conditions set 
by the Security Council” — full and 
verifiable suspension of all urani- 
um-enrichment activity. 

“We are consulting closely, 
including with other members of 
the Security Council, on next steps,” 
it said. The U.N. has set a deadline 
of next Thursday for a formal reply 
by Tehran, barry schweid (ap)

It marked the first time a mili- 
tant group in Gaza made demands

Afghan Leader 
Faces Discontent 


Karzai’s credibility 
shaken by slow pace 
of post-Taliban reform 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN | Theblood- 
iest fighting since the Taliban’s 
fall, abject failure to control the 
drug trade and gaping rich-poor 
disparities are shaking the cred- 
ibility of Afghanistan’s President 
Hamid Karzai. 

Less than two years after Karzai 
sealed a strong majority vote in the 
war-battered nation’s first post- 
Taliban election, the popularity 
of his U.S.-backed administration 
has dwindled. 

“Security is the big concern for 
the people,” said Muhammad Qasim 
Akhgar, an Afghan political analyst. 
“Even inside Kabul city, the people 
are not feeling safe anymore.” 

More than 1,600 people, mostly 
militants, have died in violent inci- 
dents since the start of May, mostly 
in the south, according to a tally com- 
piled by The Associated Press based 
on reports from Afghan officials, the 
U.S. military and NATO. 

Western officials say the surge 
in violence is largely due to inter- 
national forces taking the battle to 
Taliban-led fighters who had gradu- 
ally extended their sway across the 
poorly policed south. 

When Karzai was first chosen to 


lead the administration, initially as 
interim leader in late 2001, he was 
“very good ... he was accepted by 
all the people,” said Abdul Hamid 
Mubares, a former deputy minister 
for information and culture. 

Now his government is weak 
and unable to find solutions to 
people’s problems, and “you see 
this unhappiness in the assembly

House hunters shied 
away from buying in July, driving 
down sales of previously owned 
homes to a 2^-year low.

Prospective home buyers have 
turned cautious about making such 
a big-ticket purchase as mortgage 
rates have gone up and uncertainty 
has risen over whether the economy 
will keep slowing, analysts said. 

Existing-home sales dropped 
4.1 percent in July from the previ- 
ous month to a seasonally adjusted 
annual rate of 6.33 million units, 
the National Association of Realtors 
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Multiple signs advertising homesfor sale crowd a street corner in San Jose, Calif. 


reported. That was the lowest level 
since January 2004. 

The latest snapshot of housing 
activity was weaker than analysts 
anticipated. Economists were fore- 
casting the pace of sales to fall to 
6.55 million. 

Although sales prices for homes 
are no longer bounding ahead, some 
buyers are still waiting for better 


deals — another factor in the weak 
showing, economists said. 

Meanwhile, the inventory of 
unsold homes in July rose to a 
record high of 3.86 million. At the 
current sales pace, it would take 7.3 
months to exhaust that overhang.

Ex-Wizard Given 2 Months in Jail 


Baxter apologizes for 
the careless, selfish, 
stupid’ firing of a gun 

WASHINGTON I Former NBA play- 
er Lonny Baxter was sentenced 
Wednesday to two months in jail 
after pleading guilty to charg- 
es of carrying a gun and firing it 
into the air a few blocks from the 
White House. 

Baxter, who played with the 


Charlotte Bobcats last season, has 
been in jail since his arrest Aug. 16, 
when uniformed Secret Service offi- 
cers responded to reports of shots 
being Bred from a white sport util- 
ity vehicle. 

Officers found a gun and spent 
shell casings in the SUV that Baxter 
was driving. The 27-year- old player 
and his passenger, Francis I. Martin, 
35, were charged with carrying a 
handgun without a license and 
other firearms charges. Prosecutors 


dropped the case against Martin 
on Wednesday. 

Baxter appeared before District 
of Columbia Superior Court judge 
Craig Iscoe and apologized for the 
“careless, selfish, stupid act that I 
committed.” 

The 6-foot-8-inch forward 
fought back tears as he stood before 
the judge in an orange jail jumpsuit 
and handcuffs on his wrists. 

Attorneys said Baxter’s moth- 
er, two sisters and other family 


members were in the courtroom. 
During the sentencing, one woman 
had tears in her eyes and a Bible in 
her hands. 

Iscoe sentenced the former 
Maryland star to nine months in 
jail, then suspended all but 60 days

FDA’s Ban 
Stays; Suit 
Dismissed 

Montgomery County 
cannot import cheap 
drugs from Canada 

ROCKVILLE, MD. I A federal judge ou 
Wednesday dismissed Montgomery 
County’s lawsuit against the Food 
and Drug Administration, which 
argued that the agency unfairly 
barred the county from importing 
lower- cost prescription drugs from 
Canada for its employees. 

The county sued the FDA in 
February, a few months after the 
agency denied County Executive 
Douglas Duncan’s request for a 
waiver of federal law that set strict 
limits on the importation of drugs 
from abroad. The county council 
had already passed a law calling 
for Canadian drug imports, but 
Duncan said he wouldn’t imple- 
ment it without resolving the legal 
questions. 

The FDA said it couldn’t vouch 
for the safety of foreign drugs. It also 
pointed to a similar Vermont law- 
suit over a waiver that was denied 
by a federal judge. 

In Wednesday’s ruling, the judge 
ruled that the FDA’s action com- 
plied with federal law. (ap)

Trade for RB Raises New Questions

Falcons’ Duckett joins 
the Redskins, foreing 
some to wonder why 

REDSKINSIT.J. Duckett crashed the 
Washington Redskins running back 
party Wednesday, arriving as part 
of a three-team trade that surprised 
his new teammates and raised plen- 
ty of new questions. 

Is there more to Clinton Portis’ 
injury than the Redskins are let- 
ting on? Have they given up on 
Ladell Betts? Is Betts on the trad- 
ing block? Is Rock Cartwright still 
paying the price for a costly fumble 
last year? 

“I don’t understand it,” said Betts, 
who had seemed to be secure as the 
No. 2 back behind Portis. “But it’s a 
business, and it is what it is.” 

Duckett took his physical 
Wednesday, but coach Joe Gibbs 
was waiting for the trade to become 
official before announcing it or com- 
menting on it. Duckett was acquired 
in a complex deal that sent receiv- 
er Ashley Lelie from Denver to the 
Falcons and a draft pick from the 
Redskins to the Broncos. 

The Redskins did clarify their 
deal with the Broncos. Washington 
will give Denver the equivalent 
value of a 2007 third-round selec- 
tion, based on a points system used 
by NFL teams. The arrangement 


opens the door for multiple alter- 
natives involving the teams’ picks 
— they could swap picks in the first 
round, for example — but the exact 
compensation won’t be determined 
until next offseason. 

The unloading of another draft 
pick reinforces the Redskins’ win- 
now mission in the third year of 
Gibbs’ comeback from retirement. 


The team is priming for a champi- 
onship run, and Gibbs wants to be 
confident as possible in his players 
at every position. 

Still, running back was near the 
bottom of any Redskins prospective 
shopping list. Portis ran for 1,516 
yards last year, Betts was considered 
a back who could start for many 
teams, and the compact Cartwright 


could be expected to pound a carry 
or two when needed. 

But Portis partially dislocated 
his shoulder in the preseason open- 
er against Cincinnati. And Betts, 
meanwhile, missed the Cincinnati 
game and several days of practice 
with a nagging hamstring injury. 
It’s nothing major, but it adds ques- 
tions about his durability, (ap) 


Agassi Has 
Tough U.S. 
Open Road 

In his swan song, the 
tennis legend eould see 
Baghdatis, Roddick 

TENNIS I Andre Agassi’s final U.S. 
Open shapes up as a tough one 
thanks to a draw Wednesday that 
includes a potential second-round 
match against Marcos Baghdatis 
and possible fourth-round show- 
down against Andy Roddick. 

The 36-year-old Agassi, an 
eight-time Grand Slam champi- 
on who’s said he’ll retire after the 
U.S. Open, will face Andrei Pavel 
of Romania in the first round. Pavel 
is a former top 20 player currently 
ranked 76th; Agassi has won five of 
their six previous matches. 

If Agassi gets past that, he could 
face the eighth- seeded Baghdatis, 
a 21-year- old from Cyprus who 
was the runner-up at this year’s 
Australian Open and a semifinal- 
ist at Wimbledon. Two rounds later 
might bring another intergenera- 
tional clash against Roddick, the 
2003 U.S. Open champion and for- 
mer No. 1 who’s seeded ninth. 

Roger Federer is the top seed, 
and Rafael Nadal got the No. 2 
seed.

Redskins Have a Lot on the D Line 


Starters bring power 
and speed; reserves 
provide needed depth 

REDSKINS I For a unit that has 
been led by the likes of Big Daddy 
Wilkinson, Dana Stubblefield and 
an over-the-hill Bruce Smith, the 
Redskins’ defensive line suddenly 
looks like a brick wall. 

Since the arrival of assistant 
head coach Gregg Williams, 
Washington’s front four have gone 
from being blocking dummies to a 
dominant force that has resulted 
in two consecutive top -10 defenses. 
The line is anchored by Cornelius 
Griffin, one of the best penetrating

defensive tackles in the league and 
a Pro Bowl alternate in 2004. 

At defensive end, Andre Carter 
has the potential to provide the pass 
rush the Redskins have sorely lacked 
from that position for years. Carter 
may also open up more room for 
Phillip Daniels to operate. 

“Oh, it’s great to finally have 
someone with speed on the other 
side,” said Daniels. “When you’re 
going against some of the best tackles 
in the league, you need speed. ” 
Last season, both tackles — 
Griffin and Joe Salave’a — missed 
games down the stretch. This year, 
the depth at the line may be the best 
of any position on the team. 

Backing up the front four are con- 


tributors such as last year’s starter, 
Renaldo Wynn, plus Cedric Killings 
and Demetric Evans, who have 
shown the ability to make plays in 
big situations. Rookies Joe Sykes and 
Anthony Montgomery have also been 
impressive in training camp. 

Williams and his staff have 
brought out the best in many play- 
ers since their arrival, but their best 
work maybe up front, from ridding 
Griffin of the label of inconsistency 
that haunted him in New York to 
turning undrafted castoff Evans into 
a legitimate pass-rushing threat. 

“Each year is a new year, with 
new goals,” Evans said. “We went 
to second round last year, which 
wasn’t good enough. We want to 
go farther, and we’re going to maxi- 
mize our potential as a D-line to do

Riley Will Coach 
Heat Next Season 


At 61, coach returns 
to NBA champions in 
hopes of another title 

BASKETBALL | Pat Riley decided 
against quitting on top. 

He’d rather try to stay there 
another year. 

Riley said Wednesday he’ll 
return as coach of the NBA champi- 
on Miami Heat, ending speculation 
he might retire at age 61. He’ll be on 
the sideline when the title banner is 
raised at the season opener Oct. 31 
against the Chicago Bulls. 

“After winning the champion- 
ship, I realized there’s always some- 
thing meaningful that happens in 
your life that becomes the primary 
point of your destiny,” Riley said in 
a statement. “Winning the champi- 
onship showed me that I am defi- 
nitely in the right place, at the right 
time, with the right people. I can’t 
wait to get started.” 

Riley won his seventh league 
title last season as a player or coach, 
returning to the bench in December 
to lead the Heat to their first cham- 
pionship. There have been no defec- 
tions from his team’s eight-man rota- 
tion, although ff ee-agent guard Gary 
Payton remains unsigned. 

“We’ve got most of our core guys 
back, and now we have the coach,” 
said center Alonzo Mourning, who 
re-signed last week. “I think it’s only

fitting that he comes back so we can 
all defend the title together.” 

Riley, who is also Heat presi- 
dent, returned as coach Dec. 12 
when Stan Van Gundy resigned 
for personal reasons. Miami went 
41-20 under Riley during the reg- 
ular season, then beat Chicago, 
New Jersey, Detroit and Dallas in 
the playoffs. 

“Coach made this championship 
happen. He built it and made us all 
believe,” forward James Posey said 
this summer. “You could tell how 
much he wanted this one.” (ap)

Spanish-language 
networks battle over 
popular telenovelas 

They were the ultimate power 
couple: ambitious, successful and 
watched by the world. But disagree- 
ments and jealousies began eating 
at the relationship. Their breakup 
has millions of Spanish-language 
soap opera fans wondering. 

The unhappy divorce of the top 
U.S. Spanish-language network, 
Univision Communications Inc., 
and Latin America’s biggest pro- 
ducer of hit shows, Grupo Televisa 
SA, was a plot lifted directly from 
the telenovelas that made both suc- 
cessful. Now Telemundo, once rel- 
egated to a supporting role, is try- 
ing to win over viewers and emerge 
ahead of its rival. Univision. 

The cliffhanger? The future of 
U.S. Spanish-language program- 
ming, a market that has grown to 
more than 35 million Hispanics. 

This divorce started with a 
power struggle. The result could 
be more programming options for 
U.S. Hispanics. Univision was look- 
ing for a buyer, and Televisa began 
putting together a bid. But Televisa

claims it was shut out of negotia- 
tions. When Univision announced 
in June that it had accepted a $12.3 
billion offer from private investors, 
Televisa issued a statement saying 
it was “disappointed.” 

In response, the network threat- 
ened to sell its stake in Univision, 
which would free the Mexican 
broadcaster to look for opportu- 
nities in the United States. 

Televisa telenovelas are wildly 
popular, airing in 50 countries, and 
making Mexican soap stars house- 
hold names in China, Nigeria and 
Uzbekistan. In the U.S., Spanish- 
language shows often beat their 
English-language competitors. 

“The soap opera is what the 
audience most wants and is the 
most effective, in terms of cost 
and sales,” said Julio Rambaut, a 
former consultant to Univision.

Univision executives declined to 
comment, but many speculate that 


the network will expand its original 
programming, much of it targeting 
younger Hispanics. 

Televisa’s message to U.S. 
Hispanics? Don’t worry. We will 
come to you. The network said it’s 
exploring distributing shows on the 
Internet. Other rumors abound: the 
creation of its own U.S. Spanish- 
language channel, or even a sur- 
prise partnership with an English- 
language network, or a potential 
agreement with Telemundo. 

Televisa executives also haven’t 
ruled out a new offer for Univision, 
although that seems unlikely. 
Univision expects to close the 
deal with the private consortium 
in May. Others say U.S. regula- 
tions prohibiting foreign owner- 
ship of U.S. networks could com- 
plicate any deal. 

As Univision and Televisa wage 
their battle, the Florida-based 
Telemundo also is plotting its future. 
The No. 2 U.S. Spanish-language 
network has signed an agreement 
with Yahoo Inc. in May to broadcast 
sporting events, music and other 
entertainment on the Internet. 

Telemundo also is trying to 
revamp its programming to appeal 
to both newly arrived immigrants, 
as well as second- and third-genera- 
tion Hispanics, many ofwhom speak 
a mix of English and Spanish and 
want more contemporary Spanish- 
language programming. 

“The future of Hispanic televi- 
sion is great,” Telemundo president 
Don Browne told The Associated

Condo-hotels are on 
the rise in cities from 
Asheville to Vegas 

When urban dwellers think of hotel- 
condos, they usually imagine sky- 
high city apartments that come 
with maid service and the option 
to order champagne at any hour. 
In New York, perhaps, their fantasy 
would not be far from reality. 

More often, though, hotel- con- 
dos are proliferating into mid-sized 
and smaller cities across the nation. 
Projects can be found in cities such 
as Berkeley, Calif, and Little Rock, 
Ark. And they’ve been proposed for 
towns as varied as Asheville, N.C., 
and West Wendover, Nev. 

The founder of Phoenix-based 
hotel chain Inn Suites decided that 
hotel- condos might work for his 11 
properties. Chief Executive James 
Wirth has started converting the 
company’s Arizona properties in 
Yuma, Tempe, Tucson, Flagstaff

and Phoenix, nearly half of the 
company’s total portfolio. 

More condo -hotels are being 
built because they make financial 
sense, experts say. Hotel develop- 
ers can spread risk to condo own- 
ers and earn income from sales. 
Further, condo -hotels, by nature, 
are better suited to surviving than 
a hotel on its own. 

“Condo -hotels earn like com- 
mercial hotels and appreciate like 
residential condominiums,” said 
Dante Alexander, the founder of the 
National Association of Condo Hotel 
Owners. 

Condo buyers investing in true 


hotel-condos buy the unit and allow 
the hotel management to rent it out 
when they’re not using it, sharing 
the revenue. This arrangement 
makes the most sense in cities that 
get traffic from travelers. In small- 


er cities, developers instead build 
hotels with residential units. 

While resort and vacation desti- 
nations are getting their fair share 
of hotel- condos, developers propos- 
ing them for smaller towns meet 



greater resistance. 

In McCall, Idaho, a group called 
Save Our Skyline opposes a plan to 
build a 50 -foot-tall hotel with con- 
dos on nearby Payette Lake. 

And in Raleigh, N.C., a local 
developer plans to build two hotels 
with condos, one with 21 stories and 
the other with 25 stories, at oppos- 
ing ends of its downtown. A June 
20 headline in the Raleigh News & 
Observer read, “Builders want to 
lift the skyline,” and the story notes 
that the projects would change the 
face of the downtown area. 

Proponents of smart growth — 
characterized by greater density and 
development that integrates work 
and home — say hotel- condos vali- 
date the idea that more Americans 
want an urban lifestyle. 

“The traditional urban subdivi- 
sion paradigm is breaking down,” 
said Adam Gordon, editor in chief 
of the magazine The Next American 
City. “We have complicated patterns 
of where people are moving.” 

Condo -hotels are part of that 
changing landscape, and they are 
multiplying because they make 
sense, said John Norquist, president 
of the Congress for New Urbanism. 
“We’re kind of moving from an era 
where cities were building huge con- 
vention centers and now they’re 
actually doing something that the 
market wants, blended \vith a hotel,” 
Norquist said, vinneetong(ap)

IN THE EARLY ’70S, Adam K. Beckett 
was a promising talent in the world 
of avant-garde animation. But 
since his death at the age of 29, 
he has been nearly forgotten. The 
lotaCenter has recently undertak- 
en the restoration of his work with 
help from the Film Archive of The 
Academy of Motion Picture Arts 
and Sciences and the National 
Film Preservation Foundation. On 
Saturday at the National Gallery 
of Art, Virginia Commonwealth 
University professor Pamela Turner 
will present a program dedicated to 
returning Beckett to public view. 

Is this the first complete presenta- 
tion of Beckett’s films? 

I think the only time all of his 
work would’ve been shown was at 
his memorial. 


Did he do a drawing for each frame? 

They were drawings that he then 
added to. One of the animations, 
for example, might have 12 draw- 
ings at the beginning and 12 draw- 
ings at the end, but the 12 at the end 
would look very different from the 
way they began. 

It seems like Beckett’s formal 
approach might be tied to that of the 
minimalist composers of the time. 

Sometimes these things are kind of 
in the air. Also, Adam was a musi- 
cian and he was very talented math- 
ematically. These things are all tied 
together in that you tend to think 
abstractly, spatially, and to think 
of process or systems. 

Toward the end of his life, Beckett 
started working on commercial 
films: “Star Wars” and “Piranha.” 

One of the scenes that Adam did 
and was proud of and I think is very 
impressive, is when R2-D2 was get-

ting zapped there’s this electricity 
running over his body — Adam 
hand-animated that. 

Was he frustrated by the wasted 
labor of mainstream filmmaking — 
all the work that winds up on the 
cutting-room floor? 

To realize that at CalArts he was a 
star and everything he did succeed- 
ed — I’m not sure how that trans- 


lated into the commercial world as 
far as his self-esteem went. 

He died in a house fire. Was any of 
his personal work destroyed? 

Yes, but an amazing amount was 
rescued as well. I’ve seen some of his 
drawings and notebooks that were 
pulled from the fire. The edges are 
scorched. I kind of cringe ... there 
are ashes on these drawings.

You’re writing a book about Beckett. 

I’m working on an artist’s mono- 
graph that will probably read as 
much like a biography. 

How much of the research is done? 

I’ve interviewed over 40 people at 
this point. And even his half-broth- 
er told me one day, “You know, you 
probably know Adam better than I 
do, because you know so many dif-

MUSIC I Rappers spouting nasty 
words aren’t unusual. But “Kool 
Keith” Thornton makes the 
filthy- mouthed likes of Eminem 
and Blowfly seem like mere juve- 
nile delinquents compared to the 
full-scale psychopaths he portrays 
under the names Dr. Dooom, Black 
Elvis and Dr. Octagon, to name but 
three. 

The last character is Thornton’s 
most popular, and the 1996 album 
“Dr. Octagonecologyst” consisted 
of dark beats by celebrated produc- 
er Dan the Automator along with 
verbose, humorous and gyne- 
cologically specific raps by Dr. 
Octagon. The CD helped blow up 
the underground rap scene, intro- 
ducing a large number of people 
to a vibrant alternative to main- 
stream hip-hop. 

Despite the success, Thornton, a 


former member of the Ultra-mag- 
netic MCs and an ex-Bellevue psy- 
chiatric patient, “killed” off Doc Oct 
in 1999. As prolific as he is por- 
nographic, Thornton has since 
released a slew of wildly inconsis- 
tent CDs. But the new meds must 
be working, because Kool Keith has 
revived his bad- doctor persona on 
the strong new disc, “The Return of 
Dr. Octagon,” featuring animated, 
funky production from the German 
trio One Watt Sun. 

While the disc begins with a 
skit called “Our Operators Are 
Masturbating,” Dr. Octagon’s 
return album isn’t all about the 
nookie. There’s also talk of aliens, 
saving the trees and a song about 
a gorilla driving a pickup truck. 
Meanwhile, “Eat It,” a duet with 
Princess Superstar is an anti-war 
rap — albeit with plenty of raunchy 
sex talk.

More impressive, though, 
was Chappelle’s star return as he 
interspersed the concert with hilari- 
ous reflections on segregation and 
urban blight. 

The comedian also looked 
reinvigorated as he returned to 
stage improvisational comedy as 
opposed to the more situational type 
demanded by his television show. 
The film became one of the biggest 
feel-good movies of this year.

As for his “Chappelle’s Show,” 
Comedy Central recently issued 
on DVD “The Lost Episodes

the Warner Theatre, however, 
will surely prove that there’s 
still much life in Chappelle’s 
artistic ingenuity. 

Not only will this con- 
cert see Chappelle continu- 
ing his comeback by going 
back to his most formida- 
ble format — the concert 
stage — but it’ll serve as 
a homecoming for an 
artist who grew up in 
D.C. and attended 
the Duke Ellington 
High School of the

COMEDY I Besides comedy, one of 
the most ingenious aspects of Dave 
Chappelle is his ability to map out 
a major comeback in such a short 
amount of time. 

Two years ago, seemingly at the 
height of his career, the 32 -year- old 
comedian abruptly left his popular, 
envelope -pushing Comedy Central 
show, right before the third season. 
The network reportedly had inked 
a $50 million deal to keep 
him on the network for 
two more seasons. 

Leaving with hard- 
ly any solid explana- 
tion — other than 
being stressed out

Documented by Michel Gondry, ' 
the film featured riveting per- 
formances by the Roots, Erykah

Say Aloha to inspired 
orchestral punk-rock 
with a prog twist 

MUSIC I “What’s going on in music 
today is very much to our liking,” 
said Tony Cavallario of the band 
Aloha, which plays Washington 
on Sunday. “It’s amazing to me to 
see that there’s so many bands that 
are straight-up weird and they’re 
doing well.” 

He cites Deerhoof and Animal 
Collective as triumphs of art over 
commerce. But he might as well 
include Aloha, whose sound sug- 
gests what might have happened 
had Philip Glass chosen to front a 
rock band. 

Glass would certainly acknowl- 
edge their shared influences. Aloha 
— Cavallario, Matthew Gengler, T.J. 
Lipple, and Cale Parks — are “sort 
of students of rock’s golden age of 
the ’60s and ’70s,” said Cavallario. 
“Orchestral pop, on through Yes and 


Genesis and King Crimson and on 
to German psych and Krautrock. 
With Aloha, we had our Steely Dan 
and Genesis records, but then we 


started noticing the punk and hard- 
core scene taking that and doing 
whatever they wanted.” 

What Aloha wanted includes ref- 


erences to those prog-rock giants 
but mercifully avoids the wanky 
solos, 11-minute “epics,” and hubris- 
tic lapses that necessitated history’s 


ensuing punk-rock palate -cleans- 
ing. It’s ambitious music that’s suf- 
ficiently confident not to show off 
Instead, piano, organ, vibes and 
mellotron layer rich associations 
over assured indie-rock chops and 
Cavallario’s lyrics. The cascade of 
melodies and colors elevate the 
songs into emotional scenes, said 
Cavallario, “the way the sense of 
smell can take you somewhere. 
The music this band plays can 
add gravity to normal life.” 

An album highlight, “Ice 
Storming,” opens with electric 
piano and intimate vocals. Organ, 
drums, electronic and acoustic, and 
vocal oohs join to create some lost 
’70s AOR classic. “Listen for cracks 
in the ice,” sings Cavallerio. 

“I have no idea how we came 
up with that piece of music,” said 
Cavallerio. “That’s why it’s so excit- 
ing to play in a band and why I’d 
never stop doing it. We know we’ll 
never get rich and famous doing it, 
but we made the song and we don’t 
know where it came from, and it’s 
cool, and it’s something I would lis- 
ten to.” BOB MASSEY

The Ditty Bops ride 
into town on their 
saddlesore tour 

M U S I C I Abby DeWald and Amanda 
Barrett were a couple long before 
they were a band. “It just came about 
through our own relationship that 
we ended up doing music,” DeWald 
said. “We had a friend who heard 
us sing together ... and he just kept 
encouraging us — bought us a P.A. 
system, we’d perform at his house. 
And there was gatherings of musi- 
cians there who would listen and 
play. It was a nice environment for 
developing music.” 

Several years on, the Ditty 
Bops, as they are now called, have 
a charming new album out from 
Warner Bros, that they made with 
big-league producer Mitchell 
Froom. 

But despite the major-label 
might behind “Moon Over the 
Freeway,” when it came time for 
the duo to support the disc, the 
Ditty Bops chose the road less 
traveled. 


Starting out from their home 
base of Los Angeles on May 25, the 
eco-conscious DeWald and Barrett 
have been touring the country by 


bicycle. On Thursday they drop 
their kickstands at Jammin’ Java. 
On Friday they pedal to Annapolis 
to play the Rams Head Tavern. 


The paradox of a bike tour is that 
keeping things small doesn’t nec- 
essarily mean keeping them sim- 
ple. There’s a lot of logistical lift- 


ing involved. “When we have done 
tours in the past,” DeWald said, “I 
don’t even really deal with it at all. 
... But this tour we worked hand-in- 
hand with our booking agent and 
with Adventure Cycling, the non- 
profit organization, to get this tour 
lined up and make sure that it was 
done correctly.” 

The notion that politics and 
whimsy needn’t be mutually exclu- 
sive also drives many of the lyrics on 
the disc. Barrett and DeWald crisply 
harmonize winsome songs of self- 
determination such as “Fall Awake” 
and “Growing Upside Down.” 

In going their own way and 
finding their own sound, the 
Ditty Bops mine the rich veins of 
pre-rock pop. But they aren’t the 
straightforward Jazz Age nostal- 
gists they’re often taken for. True, 
George Gershwin and the Andrews 
Sisters are somewhere in the mix, 
but so are Antonio Carlos Jobim 
and Kate Bush. 

“We really don’t like to describe 
it,” DeWald said. “We just like to 

play it.” GLENN DIXON

Fox intends to 
make the festival a summer tradi- 
tion — hopefully with the addition 
of writer’s workshops and a slate of 
activities for children. 

When asked if she thinks poet- 
ry is dead to everyone other than 
poets.

A Writers 
Low Life

Charles Bukowski’s 
barfly poetry lives on 
in the film ‘Factotum’ 

INK & DRINK I Charles Bukowski 
spent most of his time around 
life’s dark edges. His friends were 
the drunks he sat with in seedy 
bars, the broken ladies he tried 
to romance, the horse players he 
met at the track and the blue-col- 
lar colleagues he worked with at a 
dozen dead-end jobs. 

From 1944 until his death 50 
years later, Bukowski explored 
the humanity of the downtrod- 


den in poetry and prose. He wrote 
more than 50 books filled with 
the beauty and sadness of the 
forgotten people in his broke, 
booze-soaked, nicotine-stained 
world. 

But bringing the light Bukowski 
found in his dark life to the screen 
is no easy task, said Bent Hamer, 
director of “Factotum,” which hits 
theaters Friday. 

The film is adapted from 
Bukowski’s 1975 novel of the 
same name, which follows his 
alter ego, Henry Chinaski, through 
the various menial, short-lived jobs 
he takes while trying to become a 


writer. Matt Dillon plays Chinaski. 
Lili Taylor and Marisa Tomei play 
two of his love interests. 


Dillon calls the author “a work- 
ing-class hero” who gives voice to 
the myriad workers who escape 


from their daily drudgery with a 
stiff drink. 

“Ninety- eight percent of peo- 
ple are not living their dream on 
their jobs,” Dillon said. “It’s not as 
if the characters he’s creating are 
like people who are beneath him. 
He’s right in the thick of it.” 

One potential pitfall is pre- 
senting the character as little 
more than a two-dimensional 
cliche of drunken debauchery, 
noted Bukowski’s widow, Linda 
Bukowski. 

“It’s very hard because, as 
we’ve seen in the past, it can just 
be turned into a cartoon, an exag- 
geration,” she said. 

“Factotum” has an added 
accessibility because it focuses 
on Chinaski’s unsatisfying work 
life, something millions of people 
can relate to, Hamer said. 

“There are a lot of people liv- 
ing in this country struggling for 
everyday life, for having a place to 
live,” he says. “He did it for real; 
that makes him like the people in 
that category.” sandy cohen (ap)
